perſtitious Rites and Ceremonies, VVherein how 
nearely it concerneth you to vindicate and acquit 
your honor & reputation your ſelfe can beſt judge, 
Nor need you (as Sophocies) ro produce ſome new 
proofes of your old and venerable wifedome in the 
government of your ſo noble a Family,it _—_ not 
onely eftabliſhed vpon the pure doCtrines of the 
word of God, but ſcaled with the dloud of ſo many 
Martyrs, and witneſſed by the teſtimonies and wri-

So that neyther doth your 
Motherhood need to ſolicite Gods Vicegerent, 
your royall Gouernour and PcoteQtor acxt vnder 
Chriſt, to call a new Synod for the diſcuſſing and 
determining of thoſe Tenents, which for ſo many 
yeares you haue holden and maintained. Ic was the 
ſerpentine Craft of the Arr#/ans to procure a Conn 
cell at eArminam , wiercin they might, it not by 
number of voyces (wherein they exceeded the Or- 


zhodox there preſent) cry downe the -

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of that famous Councel of Nice,touching Chriſts Conſub- 
fantiakiy, with the Father, impugned by them, yer at 
leaft ſo ſhake & waue them by calling them mto queſti- 
on, as thereby to diſable their validity and authority. 
Which fraud che Orthodox part ({melling out, did 0- 
penly proteſt againſt them, avouching, that they there 
aſſembled,not now to diſpute or diſcuffe the Decrees of 
Wice, but altogether to ratifie & ſubſcribe vnto them by 
common aflent, May it pleaſe you therfore in your wiſe- 
dome to re{olue,whether it were not expedient to peti- 
tion his gracious and excellent Matic together with the 
Hon: Court of Parliament now aſſembled, that an Act - 
of ratification may be decreed for the Religion hitherto 
maintained;zand an Ac of Prohibition for the ſuppreſ- 
ſing of all Popiſh and A4rminian bookes henceforth ;, ſith 
the Arminian faQtion Eath abuſed the Kings Proclama- 
tion, & ſo difhonoured the King, as if it gaue liberty to 
Popiſh Arminian bookes to be publiſhed, and reſtraint 
to their oppoſites, which maintaine your Orthodox do- 
&rines, quite contrary to the inrent of the Proclamatt» 
on : and an AQ of qualifcation, that in caſe any Ortho. 
dox booke,8 ſuch as rendeth to found edification in pi- 
ety,as in Eltens booke of the Commandements, if it be 
in ſome one particular or other, found faultie, may not 
preſently all at a clap be comitted to the mercileſle fire, 
as his was, but purged rather ; wheras, on the contrary, 
ſuch books,as here is anſwered,the whole frame & body 
whereof is Popiſh,and worthy the fire, yet vpon the pat- 
ring onely of a naile, (as it cow thoroughly purged) is 
ſuffered to paſſe without controuleto be printed and re- 
printed, As if the Truthnow were brought to ſuch nice 
rermes,& fo weake an eſtate, as the leaſt ſtraw is enough 
to ſtumble ir,and cauſe it to fall,and wholly to {uppreſſe. 
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and bury it in the aſhes: and centrarily,Popery and He- 
refie ſo highly aduanced, as it can eaſily leape ouer all 
blocks & Bulwarks of oppoſition. Apgaine,be pleaſed to 
take notjce of one great inconvenience,if not rather mil- 
chicte,whici is like ſpeedily to incroch vp6 your indul- 
gence, it not preuented, Some of your ſonnes haue al. 
ready dared to add to the Comwnton booke; as the whole 
torme of the conlecration of Archbiſhops , Biſhops, 
Prieſts, and Deacons, being now inſerted in the ſaid 
booke, I wot not by what authority, Yet let no man 
here-wreſt my words, as it by mentioning this addition 
of the ſaid Forme, (7 wor not by what amthority,) I ſhould 
hereby any-way trench vpon the authority of the Forme 
of Conſecratton of Archbiſhops,Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons, 
Farre be it from me. Yet foraſmuch as in theſe captious 
dayes, malice catching at ſhadowes, might make matter 
to obie@ againſt innocent ſimplicity : I haue thoughe 
good to addea word or two for explication. 1 finde 
indeed, that the booke of Conſecration was ſometime 
annexedto the Seruice booke cſtabliſhed,and publiſhed 
in 50. Edw, 6. Yet now fince, of long time, the Ser- 
vice- book hauing beene ſet out without the ſaid Forme 
of Conſccration, 1 know not (I ſay) by what authoritie it 
is now anew added, no more then I know by what au- 
thoritie it hath beene ſo long pretermitted, Bur if the 
Author hath done this of his owne head, and out ofa 
careto reſtore the Sernice booke to its primitiue forme : 
why doth he it not alſo in the reſt > Much lefle ſhould 
he goe abour to alter or mould the old originall into a 
new forme. For example : I haue ſeene in the great 
Printing houſe at Loxdoy a caſt Seruice-booke wherein 
this our author (as if he would corre Xſegnrficat) hath 
in ſundry places noted with his owne hand (as they ſay)

T he Epiſtle, 
where and how he would haue the Serzice broke altered, 
how hee would haue the names of ſome Saints dayes 
changed, and redde letters put for the blacke, as if hee 
would canonize more holidaies for you to obſerue, And 
throughout the booke, where he finds the word Afz- 
wiſter he would have it cancelled, and Prieſt put inſtead 
thereof; ſuch an enemy is he to the very name of Mini- 
fer, it being a name of ſernice and /abour ; and as if hee 
would haue all the world to beleeue, he had rather be 
an idle popiſh Prieſt, then a painefull and faithfull Mi- 
niſter of the better Teſtament,as Chriſt himſelfe is call- 
ed or a Miniſter of Chriſt, as the Apoſtles were called, 7 :.Cor.1r.23, 
haut ordained thee a Miniſter, ſaith Chriſt to Paul, And $325.16, 
in concluſion, for thoſe priuate godly prayers in the end 
of the reading P/almes, he thinks them fitter to be omit- 
ted, then added, And why ſo? ſomething ſure is in them 
that doe nor well reliſh, with his Popiſh palate; for 
therein is ofren mention. of Gods Ele, &c. But hee 
giues the reaſon, as I heare ; becauſe, ſaith he, they were 
not at firſt put into the Seruice booke, when it was eſta- 
bliſhed by Act of Parliament,bur afterwards, Indeed if 
ſo, he ſaith ſomething. Sauing onely that thoſe Pri- 
uate prayers are no part of the publike Lztowrgie. But if 
our Author will ſtand vpon ſuch ſtrift termes,as to haue 
nothing eyther added, or detrafted, or altered from the 
Originall [erwice booke of 5. and 6.K,Eaw.6, which was 
ratified by 44 of Parliament in the beginning of Qu. E- 
lizabeth (as it were to bee wiſhed) why doth hee on the 
contrary goe about to innouate any thing therein, For if 
* our Rubrick be made a rule of our Church-doGtrine: and 
if cuery Miniſter of this Church be tyed to obſerue this 
booke without addition,or detraQtion:then it behooues 
vs notalittle to keepe vs to our Originals,and purge the 
fountaines 
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fountaines from any mixture of the leaſt mudde, which 
time might contract, For otherwiſe,fee the miſchiefe of 
it, Mr. 2doxmagae in his * gppeale, by corrupting the 
Anbrick text with the interlaccing of a few words of his 
owne addition, wouen in asa part of the Rabrick, would 
thereby proue his fa/i:ng away fromgrace, Haue we not 
need then to Jooke wel to our Originall Rubrick,and not 
fuffer any falſifications to be foyſted in, ſeeing it ts how 
adaies ſo ſtood vpon as Rule of doQtrine;which rherfore 
had need to be found, as whereto all wee Mintfers ſub- 
{cribe ? Elfe thus might we be inſvared , before we were 
aware, Nor is our Author the firſt, that hath medled in 
this manner with the Service beeke, which fince the firſt e- 


 Rtabliſhment hath beenc tampered withall, both in the 


Calendar and Rebrick, Inthe Calendar how many Saints 
haue beene added, {ince that in Eaw.s, his dayes > And 


the Rubrick hath ſoſuffered, as 3{rmflers may quickly 


run over ſhooes, yea neceſſarily runne themſelues cither 
yponthe Rock,on the one hand, or into the Gulfe, on the 
other, As in the point of Charch-veflments, do but com- 
pare the old Rubrick, ro which the newer referres, with 
the 2 3.C4nen, and then a man may take his choyce, whi- 
ther he will rather incurre the penaltie of the Szarace, or 
run vpon the mouth of the Canon, For the one he muſt 
doe,fith the Canon and Statute run counter one againſt 
the other, As for example : Our preſent Rubrick ſends vs 
for Ornaments to the Statrure of 2,Edw. 6. Now the 
Service-poskes then allowed appoint in the end thereof, 
what ve ſtments and habits ordinary Ainiſters ſhal weare, 
which are onely Surplice and Hoods; and what Biſhops, 
&C. ſhall weare, Viz, Rechets, Surplices, Copes,&e, Now 
the Cano vinds all 21iniffers in Cathedrals, at the Coms- 
Wua198 TC WCAre Capes, which the 01d Rabrick allowes 


not ; 
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not ; and o, in ſtriQneſſe,. cuery man wearing 2 Cope, if 
hee be not a Bibop, forfeirs a full yeares profits of all his 
Spirituall promotions for his labour, by the Statue of 
I.Eliz.2. , 

I might herenote alſo, how a ſpeciall peece of the old 
Rubricke of 5. and 6, of Edw. 6. which containes the 
publicke declaration of our Charch (very vicfull to 
ſatisfie the weake abour kneeling at the Communiesn, 
and ſufficient to mooue this 4#thor and his Deacte- 
tings to bee no better then 7dolaters) is in thenew not 
ro bee found, The Rubricke, I meane, is this : Al- 
thenugh ns order cax bee ſo perfetth deniſed, but it may 
bee of ſome, either of their ignorance and infirmity, or elſe of 
malice end ebftinacy miſconſirued, depraved and inter- 
preted in a wrong part : and yet becauſe brotherly cha- 
rity willetb, that ſo much 4s conneniently may bee , of- 
fences ſhonld bee taken away ; therefore wee are willing 
fo doe the ſame : whereas it is ordained in the Booke 
of Common Prayer , in the adminiftration of the Lords 
Swpper , that the Communicants kneeling , ſhould receive 
the holy Communion , which thing being well meant, 
fer 4 feenification of the humble and grateful acknows- 
Hedging of the benefits of Chriſt, giuen onto the wor- 
thy Receruer, and to auoyar the profanatien and diſor- 
der, which about the holy Communion maſt elſe enſue: 
leaft yet the ſame kneeling might bee thought or taken 
otherwiſe , wee doe declare, that it ts not meant there- 
by, that any adoration: is done, or ought to bee done, 
exther unto the Sacramentall bread. and wine there 
bodily receiaed , or unto any reall or effentiall Prefence 
there being of Chrifts naturall fleſh and blood. For 
4s concerning the Sacramentall bread and wime, 
they remaine ſeill in oy very nalnrall [ fo; 

an 
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41nd therefore may not bee adored, for that were 1dolatry ts 
be abboyred of all Chriftians. - And 4s conterning the ndta- 
rall bedy and blood of our Saviour Chriſt, they are in Hea- 
ven, aud not here ;, for it # againſt the truth of Chriſts true 
natarall body, to bee in more places, then in ont at one time. 

But I forbeare here to inſtance more, I could hearti- 

ly wiſh, that the whole Booke might bee reviſed and re- 

duced to the ancient authenticke forme, and if ought 
impertinent hath beene added, or ought vſefull detra- 

Qed, it may be correed z if any good things haue been 

added, as ſome Collef}s haue beene, they might bee by 

Af of Parliament e{tabliſhed, We know that Mr.Bucey, 

/+:9 at the requeſt of Archbiſhop Cranmey peruſed and cor- 
prov 5 rected Furs things in the firſt Liturgie of Edw.6, and a- 
in Ordinar, mong the reſt, that Colle, out of which the Author of 
Fccl.cap, this booke of priuate Deworrens,hath made his prayer for 
2 3-& c4p.9 the Dead, Wherein yet he hath not kept him from falſe 
48-467. fingering, bur puts out, where euer he meets with it, the 
word Ele, a word which our Author cannot indure; 

becauſe he would willingly raze out all euidences of our 

Church, that make for the acknowledgement of Gods 

free and abſolute Elef19,or that teach vs, that none,bur 

ſuch as are ſo eleed doe goe to heauen, But I ſay, that 

Colle, was Cenſured by Bucer,and thereupon corrected 

by our Charch, and fo, ratified in Par{iament, in that 

forme that now wee ſee its in, 5.Edw.6, which ſtands 

in force, Theſe things I doe but briefly. rouch, lea- 

uing them to your fuller inquirie, and more particular 
examination.Bur it ſuch liberty may be indulgedto ſuch 

like Sonnes, it will ſhortly come to paſſe,thatas neither 

you can owne them for your ſornes, ſo nor they you for 

their Mother : ſuch a new face of Religion are they like 

to induce, if they bee not the bettex looked vnto, Yea,

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what a'Metamorphoſis haue wee ſcene already in theſe 
our daies > How vnlike is the preſent time to the former 
which we haue ſcene ? For,as I told the L. B, of Loxden, 
it was a pitifull thing to ſee the ſtrange alteratis of theſe 
rimes within this 7. yeares, fiom choſe former, For for- 
merly, nota Popiſh, nor Arminian booke durſt peepe 
out z but now, ſuch onely are countenanced and publi-

W hat way alſo this made for the Spamb-Fattion, 
working by his [ndiaz-Gold,. the Storie ſufficiently 
touchech. Bur this by the way. The paralcll | con- 
felleis vneuen, in regard of the periuns compared, the 
one a Prince, the other meane Parſuns :; But thethings 
comparcd are not ſo vnequall, as Popiſh Denatten on 
both lides ; That, adorne\l withthe Badge of the Holy 
Gho#t ; This, of Jeſa« : In oth, thote two Dtuine Per- 
{ons in the Trinitie moſt helliſhly and impiouſly pro- 
phaned, being made the Badges of thole,who are pro- 
telled Vaſlals of eAntichris?, that Man of Sinne, and 
being worne by ſuchas would ſtili be reputed Prote- 
fants, they are the veric Enſignes of Apoltaciefrom 
Clhrilt to Amntichrift ; and therefore how true Scruants 
and Subicas ſuch can be to Proteſtant Princes, v.ho by 
their Order of Knighthood are {4 orne Licgementothe 
Pope, I leaue to othcrs2o wage. Onely that King cauled 
to be publiſhed fundry-Bookes of Derotzon, yet all of 
one Meale : But this Booke hath no fellow, muſt alone 
be publiſhed for a ſingular and vnucrſall Platforme of 
all Dewotzon, {ilcncing and ſuppreſsingailother Bookes 
of the like nature. So that whatentcrtainment, in time, 
is this deuout Book e liketo find inthe World, when 
none elſc ſhall be permitted to be priated, yea, when 
as not onely Bookcs of Religious Denotzoz, but allo of 
found Dorine, may not be allowed to ſeethe Light ? 
Astherefore Popiſh Deneticn # the Darghter of blind 
Ignorance : Soonthe contrerie, this Denotion 1s li}. 
to proue the other of Ignorance; verify ingrhe Riddle 
of the Water and Ice, mutually bread of each other, 
CMater me genuit, eademmox giomitier ex me. And fo 
plauſable is thisBooke of Deactien to'a!l Papiſts, as 
they begin totriumph, nor ſticking to ſay, rhat they 
hope ere long theſe taire and rowardly beginnings wil 
grow on 2 pace to the full & vauuerfall reeſtablithment 
of 
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of their Romane-Catholique Religion here in England, 

telling their ſeduced Diiciples (as one of them, now 

reformed, bleſſed be God, told me ) that wee had now 

alrcadie at Londox a Bwoke of ſenen Sacraments pul- 

liquely allowed. In ſumme thercfore, letnot the Au- 

thours of that Booke diſdaine to be vulgarly reputed 

and reported for the Seruants of the Church of Rome, 

whoſe Badge, ſpecially, that of the Teſuites, they ſtick 

not to put ypon the Front of their Denotion, And fo 

much for the firſt Frontiſpeece of the Booke. 

Now to the next Page, whercin they father this 

Septenarie horaric forme of Deuotion vpon the prattiſe 

of the ancient Church; And theſc hoares of Pzaper are 
compiled,much(ſ{aiththe Book) after the manner pnb- 

liked by anuthozitie of Qngne Elizabcth 1560, &c. 

Firſt for the ancient Church of Chriſt ; No Church 

did anciently obſerne , or preciſely preſcribe theſe 

Dcuen hoores of Pzayer, ducly and daily to be vſed,as 

the Authcr or Authors would teare vs1n hand.” How 

ancient 1 pray you 15 this Canonicall obſcruaticn ? 

Forlooth Pope Pelagzes the Second was the firſt Inſti- 

tuter of the Seuen houres; And that was towards 

600 yceresafter Chriſt, This was ſome-what ancient. 

But what authoritie haue we for it? Pamelimns vpon 

Cyprian faith, They ſay ſo, that this Pelagins was the 

firſt Inſtituter. Onely, T hey ſay ſo. Though Polidor 

Virgul ſpeake a little more confidently, Sat conftar, 

It us apparant enough ; but telsnot whence. Nor doe I 

find this Septewaree to be more ancient, then Pope Gre- a 
gory the Ninth, who compoſed the Decretals, abour Mifſar, ct 
4co yecres agoe. He indeed ſets downe the Deutn C.Prabtitgn 
Poures. inthe Title of his Chapter ( juſt as truly, as 

our Author in the Title of his Booke) deriving the 

ſame from ſome ſpring of Antiquitie, and namely, the 

eAgathen Councell Prouinciall in France, which was, cope, Agark, 
| ſome 8qo yceres before his time. But the Pope there

A Tryall of Priuate Deuotions : 
committed a foule error in ſetting downe &2nen Cans 
nicall Boures, tor two : The Agathen Councell mentio- 
n.ng but two Hourcs of Prayer, the —_— and Eue- 
ning. So that the beſt autboritie, and hoarielt antiquitie 
for your Denen Canonicall Honres , is Gregory the 
Ninth, Pope of Rome. This is that ancient Church, 
wherein this praQtiſe appeareth firft ro be decreed , and 
ſolemnly oblcrued, This Pope then firſt decreed the 
Seuen Canonicall Youres, Bur of whom to be obſer- 
ued? Namely, of the Prieſts, Friers, onkes, and {uch 
like Holy-day-perſons, for the moft part ale feriati 
homines, as Rome could afford enongh. Of others hee 
faith nothing, ſairh the Gloſfe ; although it ſay , Orkers 
ſerme not to be bound, but ſurely they are. But the Priefts, 
CHMankes, and other Potaries were ſpecially bound to 
keepe them conftantly. V hich ſeemes to be the reaſon 
why it is probable, that ſome have conieRured Pelagins 
the Second to haue beene the firſt Inflitutor, For about 
his time did all kind of Menkes, and ſuch like Orders 
begin Ag to be multiplyed ; maiy ef them ta= 
king vponthem ſuch a ftrit ciſcipline, as might admir, 
yeain ſome ſert neceſſarily require ſo many Canonicall 
Ponres of P2ayer, at leaſt to refreſh the rediouſneffe 
of that auſteritie, wherwith they exerciſed their cxtreame 
patience. Seme Monkes were called /»ſommnes, for their 
continuall watchfulnefle z And what could they doe bet=

See Cent.5.c,6 Cant Dayes? Some did fo macerate themſelues with im- 
de Ceremonis, moderate faſting, and courſe fare of {malt quantitie, thar 


they made themſclues ynable to doe any thing, bur pray, 
if that, Others coopt themſclues vp, in ſuch ſhort, and 
narrow, ana low Cells, as yneath they could either lye 
along or fland ypright; So thatthe bet and eafieſt po- 
ſure for them, was tobee on their knees praying, Others 
forſiking humane ſocietic, and liuing among the wild 
Beaſts, called therefare Armenta, Droues, or Heards, 


feeding 
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feeding on Roots and Graſſe, and lodging (#b Dio, or in 
the Caues, what covld they doe elſe, bur (1t they had !o 
much ſenſe left then ) pray ? | 
Now, ſeting our Author will needs reuiue and re- 
commend to the Church of England gheſe his Senen 
Caneanicals: Vpon whom will he impoſe theirobſcrua= 
tion? Vpon Courtiers ? Alas, they are taken vp with a 
thouſand thoughts, perhaps, bow to riſchigher; perhaps, 
how to keepe their Randing z perhaps, how to preuent 
andtake off enuie; perhaps, howto appeaſe ſuch an Op- 
polite; perhaps, how to purchaſe ſuch a Friend; perhaps, 
how to compaſle ſuch a preferment; bur ſpecially the Fc- 
male ſex, incombred with a thouſand womamſh Ccre- 
monies, if not Srate-prozects, or their: owne honours 
( as I heard once 2 great Lady of the- Court fay, there 
was neuer a day went ouer their heads, but once at leaft 
their heart aked ) ſo.as they. cannot attend ſuch tedious 
Canonicall Seraice. Or Cicizenz,or Countreymen? 
They haue their Vocations to follow, which if the ſhould 
intermit, to ſay ouer this Booke of Denetion daily,and 
duely, as it preſcribes, How ſhould they live > Except 
yee could perſwade thera to a thinner dyet, and courſer 
habite, too good an allowance for an idle life, Or will 
you impole it ypon the Prieſts , or Miniſters of the 
Church? But you know our Golden-Priefts (I meane 
in the bcſt ſenſe) are not like thoſe Woodden-Ones in 
the Church of Rome, who hauing little elſe to doe, but 
to ſay ouer their Mafle, or a few martens, had-nced to be 
exerciſed with Cangonicall Boures, to keepe them ar 
leaft from worſe exerciſes, But you know, moſt Mini- 
ſers in the Church of England are labourious in their 
Calling, who if they ſhould preciſely cuerie day ſay ouer 
your Booke of Deuotion, they ſhould haue littic time 
left to prepare conuenient Food for their Flockes on the 
Lords-dy. Although perhaps you could bee content to 
diſpence with that ; Nay rather, if ye will needs inforce 
your 
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your Porres vpon vs, lay them ypon dumbe Prieſts, 
ſuch as cicher cannot, or Care not, or at leaft will not 
preach the Word co heir People», Theſe being the men, 
that cry ſo much for long Prayers, and ſhort preaching, 
you might doc well to bring them to a Canonicall obzs 
dience of your C anonicall Boures, and thar they per- 
form- the ſame nor by Proxie, or Curacie, but in their 
owne Perſons, Otherwiſe if youcannot find Holy- Jay- 
men cnough to take your Booke to taske, whar doth it 
unport clic, bur a necefſicie of bringing in Monketie,and 
ſo of crefing Cells againe, for the praRtiſe of your 
ZDenotion 2 Which I truft all your Denotion will neuer 
bring to paſſe. 

In the ſecond place, from the practiſe of the ancient 
Church, the Author deicenes to defend his Septefo2mi- 
ous Denotion co be Buch after the manner,pabliſhed 
by authozitie of QNucene Elizabeth, 1560. Puch after 
the manncr,is indeed a prittie qualification of the matter: 
Much-what, not ſo altogether, Burt for your ÞPuch, 
Diſtingue tempora, Diſtinguiſh the times, That Horary 
the Author ſpeakes of, was fer out neere the firſt yeere 
of her Reigne, whenas Poperie was not buried, nor the 
Goſpell out of her Cradle. That Noble Queene of cuer 
bleſſed memorie, in the beginning of her Raigne, did 
for the preſent prudently conniue at,and at ſome things, 
which afterwards by degrees ſhe ſuffered to vaniſh, For 
the purpoſe : Inthe verie beginning of her Raigne, be. 
fore her ficſt Parhament, She ſer forth a Proclamation, 
inhibiting all Miniſters in and about London, 2nd elfe- 
where, to preach at all, lefſe or more, but onely to read 
Seruice, vnrill further order from her Maieftie., 1s this a 
good Argument for the Author, or ary his Fautors by 
his ſeeming Denetion of making many lorg Prayers, to 
ſhoulder Preaching our of the Church, or to weyne the 
Pcople from hearing, becauſe forſooth, Queene E/ze- 
beth once by Proclamation prohibited Preaching, and 


allowed 
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allowed onely reading of Seruice ? But how long laſted 
this reſtraint ? No longer then the Parliament appro= 
ching, wherein was moſt happily eſtabliſhed the Der. 
tie of Preaching the Goſpell, and adminiſtringthe Sa- 
craments. Take another example, in the dawning of 


the Goſpell in England before her time, in K1 enry 
the Eighth his Raigne : The Lord (rommwelt in his Er- 
glith Primer, 15 35, inthe Preface before the Letanie, 
Apologizing his leauing out of the Letanie in his for- 
mer Primer, faith, Wherefore, for the contentation of ſuch 
weake minds,and ſomewhat tobeare their infirmities, | haxe 
now at this my ſecond Edition of the ſaid Primer, canſed the 
Letanie to be printed, and put into the ſame, cc. Marke, 
For the contentation of weake minds. Thus in the Primi= 
tive Church ſome things were tolerated during the In- 
fancie of it, which nds were quite aboliſhed ; 
as Afts 15. Theabſtayning from Blood, and ftrangled, 
was intoyned the Gentiles for a time. And why ? For 
( faith S. James verſe 21.) Moſes of old tine hath tn enerie 
Citie them that preach him, being read in the Synogogues 
eerie Sabbath day : So that for ing the Iewes,the 
Genriles,among whom they liued,mutt for a time for- 
beare to cat Blood, and that which is frangled. So in 
the beginning of Reformation in England vnder that 
blefſed Queene, there were many Papiſts, of whom 
therewas a tender reſpeR, to offend them as little as 
might be, vntill the clearer Light of the Goſpell; like 
the Sunne mounting, ſhould of it ſelfe diſpell and chaſe 
away all thoſe nuſts. And inour. Book 
inthe Admonition to the Comm ainſt Sinner, ag 
have we not theſe words, In fteag *m—_E godly as/ob- 
pline, it i thought good, ec. By whichexamples wiſe 
men may learne, not to take vpall former precedentsas 
currant for preſenttimes. Many things might be win- 
ked at inthe Infancic of the Church, which are notto=- 
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lerable in her riper age. Inthat Horarieſet forth 1560, 
there wasa tender regard had of the weal enefſſe of the 
time, toallow of ſuch things, which in theſe times of 
the cleare Light of the Goſpell, and fall growth of the 
Church would be rediculous. hes I was a child(ſaith 
the Apoſtle) 7 did as a child, ! imagined 4s a child ; bat 
being a man, | put away childs/b things. Were it not ab- 
ſard; and ridiculous for a man growne, to fall to his old 
childiſh ſports and toyes againe? And wee know that 
fuddaine changes from one extreme to another, euen 
from euill to good ina State, are difficult, if not dange- 
rous , being not diſcreetly carried. Nor could it be ex- 
pected, thatthe Church hauing been long pent vp as it 
werein a Dungeon, and comming ſuddainly forth into 
the broad Light,bur it ſhould at firſt be tender-ſighted, 
till after a while hereyes were better inured to looke 
vpon the Light. Or being but newly pulled out of the 
Puddle of Poperie, that by and by ſhee ſhould bee wa- 
ſhed cleane from all ſpots. As Luther 1ntreats his Rea- 
ders, if they find in his Writingsany thing ſmelling of 
the old Caske of Poperi>, that they would remember, 
he was once a poore Monke. And for any in theſe 
dayes, of a long and well-ſetled Church, to plot the 
bringing in againe of Poperie.,, they know it well 
cuough, their way isnotto doe ir forth-right, but b 
many infinuations, and winding wayes, as,to ſuppreſle 
all printing of Bookes againſt Papiſt,to print and pub- 
liſh ſuch Bookes,as doe 1n part maintaine our Church, 
and in paregemply and ſymbolize with Poperie,and by 
egeric, {lilyto bring it into credite; 
| ching as much as may be, by laying 
burthens vpon the Miniftry ; to ſuffer none to come to 
any place of eminencie in the Church, but through 
roar A. Ambition,and ſuch by-wayes,to make 
ſure if poſſible a corrupt Clergie ; if any bee fincere 
and 
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and bold inlaſhing of Sinne, eſpecially raigning ſinnes, 
to ſnap him vp, and muzzle him for barking, and ſuch 
like. But to conclude the former point of the Authors 
Allegation of that Horary ſet forth 15 60, and for the 
further making good of the anſwer thereto ; it will 
not be impertinent here to inſert, what he addeth in his 
Preface, page 7, quoting in the Margent together with 
that 1 5 60, another ſer forth by the ſame authoririe, 
I 573- Ouer againſt which words, his Text harhtheſe 
words: | 
Theſe P2ayers, which fo2 the moſt part, after the 
ſams manner, and diuiſion of Poures, as hers they 
are, hauing heretofo:e beene publiſhed among vs by 
High and ſacred Authozitie, are now alſo renewed and 
moze fully ſet [02th agatne, &c. Where he confefſeth 
againe,that he followeth theſe former Precedents(but) 
fo:the moſt part : Nognor thatneither ; For examini 
the Copies well, we tind great difference : For beſides 
many other good things, hee hath left out the Hymne, 
wherein is, Pellito falſam, inſere veranm Relrgionem. (,0n- 
ſeelevatum perde P apiſmmm,erc. And ex Pſalmo ſecunas, 
Hoc tempore ſentimuus Deus Opt. Max. non ſolum Anti- 
chriſtum, &c.But what he leaues out againſt the Church 
of Rome, he puts infor it; as a fare Ieſuiticall Fron- 
tiſpecce, Denen Dacraments of theChurch, and the 
like. It would filla whole Booke, to note all the diffe- 
rences. But hereinlyesthe maine matter, that he cou- 
ples the Booke of Denotion ſet forth 1573 with the 
other 1560, as if they wereallone. For hee quotes in 
the Margent, The Pozary ſet fozth with the Nucenes 
Authozitie, x 5 6 0,andrenewed 1 5 7 3. Ampzinced 
with Pziniledge atLondon,by William D&rs, It is 
well that the Copies of thoſe Moth-caten Bookes are 
yetexrant, at leaſt to bee an cuidence, how farre forth 
the Author herein ſpeakes truth. Yet,if he had inquired 
2 A 
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a little more diligently, hee might haue found another 
ſer forth by the ſame ſacred Amberile, Imprinted by 
the ſame forcfaid /1illiam Seers, in the yeere 15 64, be- 
ing the ſeucnth of that blefled Raigne. Now compa- 
ring theſe three Copies together, I find the twe laſt 

verie different from the firit , not onely in their Forme 

and Matter, but in their Title. For the firſt, in 1560, 

is intituled, Horarimm : But the two fucceeding,the one 
I 564,the other in 1573 ,arc intituled Preces proxate,&c. 

The Horarimm indeed ſetteth downe the Howres of 
Prayer ; but the two latter Bookes recommend onely 

Mornipg and Euening Prayer, with their Matter and 

Forme, together with a ſhort Forme at ryſing, and 
going to Bed ; but without preſcribing at what houres. 

Obſcrue then in the firſt place a notable difference, 

The firſt Booke of Demotzon, as comming neerelt to 

the time of Poperie (the Goſpell being yet bur as 1t 

were inthe dawning ) bore ſome reſemblance to thoſe 

Canonicall Formes of Prayer formerly vcd in time of 
Poperie ; and ſo was called Horarium. Yet this was in 

Latine, {cruing chicfly for the vie of all Clerkes, orold 

Cloyſtercrs, to content them for the time, till better 

prouiſion might be had, and till their ſtomackes could 

digeſt ſtronger Meat, and their Eyes cndure the clearer 

Light. Sothat within foure yeeres, the Horarium, dif- 

clayming further Aﬀfinitie or Couſen-head, ſo much as 

in Name withthe Popiſh Horaria,in the next Edition, 

and ſoforward, put on the Name of Precespronate,and 

that in Studsoſorum gratiam collee,&c.Priuate Prayers 

colle&cd for Schollers or Students, ſuch as vnderſtood 

the Larine Tongue, to the end ſuch c{pecially being in- 

formed in the right forme & manner of Praying,mighr 

the better in{traF others in the ſame dutie ; that ſo by 

degrees, all Popiſh ſuperſtition and erronious deuotion 

gught getthem hence intotheir darke Cells. 


Note 
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Note againe, that the third Edition of thoſe Prayers, 
I573, was yet more exa@, then the former 1n 1564, 
much more different, asthe more diſtant {till from 
the Horarinm. Vetera tranfierunt, &c. Old things are 
paſſed away, ard all things now become new; The Goſpell 
now promouing all things towards their pertection. 
And now when all is done, would the Author with his, 
bring vs backe atleaſt to the brinke and borders of Po- 
perie againe, by his Canonicall Youres, and the like ? 
Being now men of ripe yeere, would he haue vs to be- 
come childrenagaine? Andatrter we haze begun, and 
gone ono farre #7 the Spirit, now to be made perfett im 
the Fleſh, by turning backe to beggerly rudiments ? Aﬀer 
the cleare Meridian Sunne-ſhine of the Goſpell, would 
he reduce vsto thoſe duskiſh dawning Oey pond , out 
of which that firſt Horarium was but newly peeped, 
but to laſt nolongcr then till ime might more fairely 
ſhake hands wichall Popiſh ſhadowes? As the Iewiſh 
Ceremonies had a time, cuen after the eſtabliſhing, of 
the Goſpel, for their ſolemne Obſequies. But ro con- 
clude, the plaine truth is,to ſuch a paſle is Poperienow 
come tn theſe our dayes, that if euer, the Church of 
England ought henceforth to hauc the leaſt corre{pon- 
dence and conformitie with it ; yeato bee ſo farre from 
renewing any old acquaintance with it, as vtterly to 
ſhake hands; And if any Ragges or Reliques of that 
Whore haue beene patched to our Mothers Robe, we 
ought to rip it off, and ſtrippe our: ſelues of it. Rome 
15 now filly reucaled to be the Fhore of Babylon ; the 
Pope, the Head thereof, to be thar ſan of Sinne, that 
| ay eAntichrift ; which for any Learned man not to 
ce in theſe dayes of the Goſpell, is to {tumble ar 
Noone-day , yea to bee ftrucke blinde at the cleare 


Light. 
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Itfolloweth inthe Title : Taken out of the Poly 
Scriptures, the Ancient Fathers, and the Diuine 


Sernice of our ewne Church. Here be three Authori- 


ties, the lcaſt whereof not to be contemned. The firſt 
is, that he ſaith his Poares are taken from the Poly 
Scriptures. His Quotationsare {trowed allalong the 
Booke ; but ſo, asif we amaſſe all thegencrall Precepts 
and particular PraRices of Prayer in Scriptureinto one 
Canon or Rule, there ſhould not be one Houre, or 
Minute, thoroughout the Day and Night, which wce 
ſhould not 1 a, altogether in Prayer. Sothat theabu- 
ſive vnderſtanding of Scripture in this kind was that, 
which brought the ZExchere to doe nothing elſe, but 
pray. The Scriptures commend to vs k wp" two 
times of publike Prayer for the Day, the CMornin 
and the Ewening Prayer, the one about our Nine in the 
Forenoone, the other about Three in the Afternoone, 
which our Church followeth ; Theſe two were called 
the Morning and the Ewening Sacysfice. Hence it is,that 
Chriſt beganto be offered fromthe Morning Sacrifice, 
tothe Euening Sacrifice, asſanRifying all our Sacrifices 
of Prayerand Prayſe, Morning and Euening , in that 
Sacrifice of him{afe. 

But he ſpeakes here of Pzinate houres of P2aper. 
And where will he find in Scripture any ſuch praiſe, 
as the obſeruation of his &euen Canonicali Youres 2 
Damel prayed three times a day. Yea Dazid faith, 
Sexen times a day will [ prayſe thee. But that's of Prayſ+. 
And though it may be meant alſo of Prayer, it figni- 
heth onely his frequent praying, farre from a ſuper- 
ſtitious obſeruation of Canenicall Poures, in thoſe 


dayesnot hatched,or heard of. But Fg he faith, 
Enening and Morning, and at N, will I pray, Oc. 
Bur for all this Mans colouring the matter with

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Holy Dcripture, he hath no other Scripture for his Compare this 
Canonicall Houres, but the Popes fcriptare, in his withpa 85.in 
* Dacretalls; where the Pope takes all his Tanonicall Hislater ediris, 
Boures from the Actions about Chriſt in his death. de ns 1 ho 
As in the Glofle : | Deerees of the 
| Church.

Indeed the Scriptaredoth ſo command this excellent 
dutie of Prayer to vs, as that no time ſhould exempt vs 
' fromit, butthat wee ſhould bee diligent in the practiſe 
of it vpon all occaſions, and eſpecially keepe conſtant- 
ly our Morning and Euening Sacrifice priuate,and pub- 
que alſo, > he day requireth; Yea to let no opor- 
tumitie ſlip, wherein wee are not” breathing out ſome 
Eiaculations , out of a ſenſe and feeling of our ma- 
nifold infirmities, and neceffities. But no where 
doth the Scripture preſcribe a ſet @eptenarie forme 
of Denotion , as the Authour would impoſe vp- 
on Vs. 

Inthe ſecond place, henameth the Ancient Fathers. 
But theſe fayle him as much for his purpole as the 
Scriptures doe. Indeed the Fathers doc cuerie-where 
(following the Scriptures) inculcate and preſſe rhe P 
inceſſant practiſe of Prayer : Hora nulla 4 Chriitians ny A

Yea Clemens Romans , a great Authour with him, 
though mil-quotcd, in his Fe onftitutions ( which euen 
Pontificians themiclues haue confeſſed to be counter- 
feit) yet fayle him at leaſt in rwo of his Youres, as 
Cemplene,and the laſt. Onely Gregory the Ninth failes 
him not,being,as1 ſaid, his firſt compleat Author of his 
Senen Canonicalls. : 

But afier the Ancient Fathers , in the third place 
he nameth the Diuine Sernice of our owne Church, 
out of which his Bonregarc taken. Now ſurely for 

ht that cuer I could learne out of our Serxice Booke, 
I can find but two ſet Howres of Prayer, beſides cer- 
taine priuate Prayers recommended to priuate Fami- 
lies, for Morning and Euecning ; witha godly Prayer to 
be aid at all times, in thelatter end of the Booke : Vn- 
lefle out of this Prayer to be ſaid atalltimes, he would 
icke out his Denen Cansnicall Youres. But whereas 
ice ſeemethto ground the Forme of his Denotion 4 
on the Diuine Semnice of our owne Church: On t 
contrarie, he offereth foule violence to that more exact 
and profitable Forme, preſcribed in our ZLstwrgie. For 
whereas the Forme of Prayer in our Communion 
Booke is ſo compiled, asthat by a daily practiſe therof 
the whole or moſt part of the Old Teſtament is read 
OUET ONCE In the yeere, and the New Teſtament three 
times, and the whole Booke of Plalmes once cuerie 
moneth : The Author or Authors of this Booke, in- 
truding a new Forme of Denotion, hereby cozen Gods 
People of their allowance in the Scriptures, while in 
ſtead of the whole, he cutteth out heare a Peece, and 
there a Peece, here a Quarter of a Chaſer, and there 
a Quarter. Herein croſsing the Commumion Booke, 
which in the Preface flatly reproueth this verie practiſe 
of the Author, in theſe words : N ow of late times 4 
few of the Pſalmes hane beene daily ſaid, and oft repeated, 
We and 
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and the reſt vtterly omitted, Ard is it not ſoin this 
Booke of Dexetion? Dothhe not confine vs to a nar- 
row Circle of ſo many Pſatmes, ſo many peeces of 
Chapters, ſo many Lawdesas he calls them,to be re. 
pcatedouer cuery day ? Doth he not hereby rcb vs of 
the reſt of the Scripture, Chapters ard Pſalmes ? We :

godlineCe, andthe abatement of true denstion. This 
man would willingly fold his hands, and wrap vp all 
his Devotion in the mantle of ignorance, the « Hotber 
of his Dexotios. Like tothe gloworme,or rotten poſt, 
that ſhines nor, bur in the night, ſo ſhines his deuoti- 
on, withour light,or heat.

which would dampe and extinguſh all. Nor is hecon- 
tent, herewith but this blind Deworron of his hee dare

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His laſt reaſon is, thatthis his booke of Canonicall 
Foures, might ftirre vp all thofe, who are coldly affe- 
cedtothe like heauenly dutie of perfozming their 
daily Chziffian denotions, &c, Thus this man hopes 
ro conuert all England at acalt, and bring them with.

As for hisexaQt and compleate Calender of@aints, 
we omitt it, astoo tedious, and fitter for the Alma« 
nack. maker to examine. Onely we canr.ot but touch 
vpon his times, Wherein e Marriages are ot ſolemnized; 
as, from Aduent ſunday vntill 8 dayes after the Epipha. 
116 : from Septuap, Sunday wrth Y. daayes after Faſter, 
Frem Regation Sunday vntih Trimuty S nnday. All 
which times fummoned vp together, according tothe 
computation of his owne Calender , take vp aboue 
19, weekesfrom the yeare, Now ( vnder Benedicite 
be it ſpoken )) where doth Gods facred word ſaſpend 
or prohibiteany times from ſacred & folemnenupriall 
rizes + I remember it warnes ys of the peri#ons times 


of the laft dayes, wherein men ſhould give herd to ſedy- 1.Tim-4; 


cing ſpirits aud doftrines of Dewils, And what be thoſe? 
The Apoſtle there tels vs, Forbedasvg of marriage,and 
sbRlaining from EY eates. Now God blefte the Church 
of England from fuch ſeducing fpirits, and DoFtrines 
of Deasls. And is not the prohibiting of marriage for 
ſome certaine timesin the yeare ( and tboſe noſmal! 
times neither, as incroching vpon aboue a third part 
oftheycare) as well as forbidding of marriage to cer« 
taine perſons, as Prieſts, a branch ( ar leaſt ) of thar 
very ferbidding of marriage, which the Apoltle calleth 
a Dottrine of Demwls ? Ard might not the ſame 
Church, which prohibited abone the third part ofthe 
yeare, hang alſo. with the. allegation of a few more 

plaufi. 
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plauſible prerences of holinefſe, or ſo, brought all mar- 
riages toſceke ard ſue for licences in the Conrt ? But 
blufſed be God that theſe prohibited times arcnot any 
where ſer downeeither in our booke of Common Pray- 
cr, or any other bookes containing the Doarinesof 
tie Church of England , whereunto Minilters ſub. 
fcribe; leaſt all ſhould either abſolutely haue cauſe ne. 
ceflary not to ſubſcribe , or, ſabſcribing to ſuch a De- 
cree, they ſhould proue a very packe of þ:rits of Er- 
rexr, teaching, or at leaſt ſubſcribing ro Dottrines of 
Deml!s, 

But let vsheare the Authors reaſons, why in ſuch 
times marriages are not vſually folemnized? Dame of 
theſe { faith hee ) being times offolemne-fafting and 
abſtinence, ſome, of holy feffunitie andioy. Both fit 
to be ſpent inſuchſacred exerciſes, without other va- 
neceſſarie auocations. So he, Alas ! Neithertim-s 
of faſting, nor times of feafing, for marriage, Indeed 
for time of taſting and prayer fomething may be ſaid ; 
Yet with qualification, BY 

The Apollle ſaith ( ſpeaking tothe manand wife } 
Deſraud you net ene the ether, except ut be With conſens 
for a time, that yee may gine your ſelnes to faſting and 
Prayer, and come together againe, that Satan tempt you 
n0t for your incontunency. A reſpect then mightbe had 
co faſting and prayer, eucnto them that are married, 
But how ? Dorh the Apoftle inioyne them by ſome 
eApoftolicke Conflitution or Canen, to blaine for 
fach, or fo long a time, valefle they will purchaſe 
their libertie with a Licence? Noſuch thing, He leaues 
that to their owne liberty and refcrres it to their mu- 
cuall conſent, not limiting themſclues to any fertime, 
leaſt in the meane time Satan tempt them for their incon- 
£11excj» Much lefle doth he confine them to mutuall 
{eperation ten leauelong weekes together. A ſhrewd 
tune for Satan haply to worke vpon, Yea and this

ten weekes limitatiqn from CAfarriage ( by the Authors 
allegation ) falls vabappily ( if wee gae according to, 
che courle of Natures rules.) vpon the moſt dangerous 
ſealonof the yeere, the Spring-time, whereinthe blood 
and fpirics are moſt Rirring- But our authour takes 
order for that , hee will baue them well macerared and 
mortified , tempered and tamed: with Nine wakes 
faſf. The which had need tobe full firictly impoſed 
vpon young people not married to diſcipline and keepe 
them in order, eſpecially ſuch as haue not the gift of 
continencie , and cannot without danger ſtay till thoſe 
ren weckes be expired. And we knew, that our Cone 
m#u1ion Booke alledging the authoritic of the Apofile, 
{aich expreſly, That ſuch perſons 4s ane not the gift of 
continencie, might marrie , andkcepe themſelues undefiled 
members of Chrifts Body ; where allo gotime is limit= 
ted, or excluded. * 

But whatſocuer our Authour may pretend for the 
time of ſolemne faſting and prayer, as not ſeaſonable 
for marriage; Yet to reftraine men from marriage in 
times of Feitinitle and ioy , may ſeemeto be very yn- 
reaſonable, For what times fitter for Solemnizing the 
Rites of Aarriage, then times of Feitinztie and iay ? 
XN ea, but the Authour doth not exempr all, faſt or felti- 
uall times , but onely ſuch as are Solemne and Sacred, 
holy times. That's ſomewhat to the purpole, Holy 
times, Alas poore Marriage, art thou now become ſo 
vncleane, yaholy , as to be (hut out from hoty times ? 
Thou waſt wontto be Honourable among all, aud the bed 
vndefiled ; If wee may belicue the eApoftle., And 
our Church calls it, The Holy eftate of Matrimony. Y ca, 
and if wee may belieuc our Authour , and if hee haue 
got forgotten himſclfe, ke placech Adatrimonic among 
his Seven @acraments. And if it be a Sqcramesr, 
is it not holy? And if Holy, is the cclebratian of. it 
vnſutable for Holy times ? . But Mariage (i ſeemeth) 
is av vneceCaric augcation 28005 Auhour termes =o 
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An waneceſſaris auocation? And is it not a necefſarie 
yocation ? How then an wxreceſſarie anocation? Bur 
why ſhould Merrage (if rightly vied, according to 
Gods Ordinance ) be either a neceſlarie or 2aneceſſarre 
anvcation? Was the Marriage in Cana, whereat it 
pleaſed Cun1sm bimſclfeto be preſent , any impedi- 
wmert , or auccation to him from working © gracious 
Mirac'e , whereby all the gueſts had abundant cauſe & 
occaſion to !prayſe G o », and his Diſciples efpecially 
to beleeue more firmly in their MESStAas ? And, [ 
pray you , when wasthis /Aarriage in Cana? When ? 
Not { I hope ) within any of the holy times exempted 
from Marriage : And l:aft of all within Forrre dajes 
of the 'P aſſeoxer., the Holy time of Lent, Yet if wee 
may beleeue all thoſe that haue written and calcul-ted 
the veric time of that Afariage , they ſay all with one 
ynanimous voyce, for the molt part , that it was with 
in a little of the Paſſeoxer, cr Eaſter , yea within lefle 
then 40.or yet twenty dazcs. But wee hope then , that 
the married couple had: procured a Licezce out of the 
Hi:h Pri fts Court, Alas , they were a poore couple, 
not able to provide Wine , asthe vſuall manner of the 
Countrey required , but water only ; and ſcant of that 
too : For there were fix water-pots of Rone , but 
wanting filling vp: But no Wine at all, And zen ſbrl- 
lings , or morefor a Licence, would haue ſaid wellto 
the filling of thoſe Pors withWize, as Wire went in thar 
plentifull Countrey.' Burt neither doe wee read, that on 
any ſuch time, or times, Holy or Sacred- or call them 
what you will, were marriages cuer prombited to bee 
celebrated , no not in that preſent cot rupt ſtate of the 
Church of the Tewes , where notwichſtancivg the ve- 
ry High Prieſts Office was ordinarily bought and fold ; 
enough to haue put-them to their wits to improne all 
meanes to ſcrape vp their disburſments again by hooke 
and-by crooke , | by pilliag and polling as well the peo- 
ple , as the inferiour Priefts, But chis particular im- 

proucment 


Or, A Dyal! for the Honres of Prayer, 
prouement was not hatched in thoſe dayes, as bad as 
they were. ' eAntihrit was not yet knowne, 'not yet 
aſcended owt of the Botromleſſe-pit , to bring into the 
world ſuch a Dottrine of Dexils. 

Ob. But it may-be obic&ed, How then is this -pra- 
Qice crept into the Church of England? »y 

eAnſw, Itis an eafier matter to find which way 1t 
crept in, then ( it ſeemeth) how it may be. twept out. 
It lurked among ſome rubbidge of Romiſh Reliques, 
and ſo eſcaped the ſhipping away with other of Rowes 
trinkets. Yea, it may well (in my iudgement) be,an- 
ſwered , That it is not profeſſed or auowedin the 
Church of Exglarnd: bur in certaine Courts onely. And 
it were to be wiſhed , that the Author with all his 
Deuotion could perſwade thoſe Courts , that foral- 
much as the times prohibited for Marriage arc holy 
and ſacred, fit for faſting or feſtinalljoy, they would by 
theſe reaſons diflwade their Suters from taking Licens 
ces, Marriages alſo being an vaneceſſarie auocation , and 
the like. Thus by putting a difference berweene the 
times ſacred, and common , the Courts may either 
dillwade from Licences for the time, or pully vp ſuch 
Licences to a higher rate , fo putting a pecuniarie mul& 
vpon ſuch Delinquents. But alight gaine makes a hea- 
vie purſe, And Lrcentia ſumirs omnes deteriores And 
Aunri ſacra fames can ealily diſpenſe with the moſt 
Sacred times, whether of Faſting, or ſolemne Fefti- 
nitie, 
| 06. But though the Miniſters of the (hurch of Eng- 
land findit not as a Decree or Doftrine to ſubſcribe to, 
yetthey conforme to the praftice ofit. They doe not 
marie in any prohibited times without a Licence. 

eAnſw. This is a thing buttaken vp of a faſhion, as 
I imagine, and fo, praQtiſed, as 'a Tradition, not well 
thought of, They (I am ſure, I ) know no morerea- 
ſon or authoritie for this in tae cxprefle Rubricks, or 
Rules of our miniſteriall Order, then citherby Trad 
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tion, or from the anniuerſarie A /wanacke, and now ac 
ft frem our Authours Caronitall Booke of Dewotion. 
And certainly there is no other law for it, that Iknow, 
but the Popes Canon Law. I dareſayitis not in allthe 
Common Law of England, nor yet in the 'Statute Lawes 
of the Land, And whether the Popes {{aro» Law bee 
cancelled in England to bee rfruſtrate de inve, at leaft 
though not, de fats, 1 cannotiay. But enough, if nor 
too much, of this matter. 

But come wee.to the body of the Bo#ke, wherein 
we purpoſe not to inſiſt, but toteuch ypon ſomg points 
_ paſſages lightly , according to the moment of 
each, 

Vpon the Second Commandement hee gloſſeth no 
otherwiſe, in ſome particulars, then a leſuite may ſafe- 
ty doe forthe defence of Rowes DoEtrine of the wor- 
ip of Images. Dffenders of the ſecond Tommande- 
mont (ſaith he)are they,that make any other Images 
(zo wit of the Creatures) 02 the likenefſe of any thing 
Whatfoener ( be it of Chaiſf and hisCrefſe, 82 be if 6f 
his blcſed Angels) with an infeni to fall cowne and 
KBo:ſthipthem. Now a /eſwite with a diftinction can 
eaſily make this good for bis Doctrine, to wit, not to 
worſhip thoſe [mages with the worſhip of Latria, nor 
otherwiſe fimply, but with relation tothe Prototype. 
So that, for ought we know, the Authour implyeth, 
that ſome kind of adoration may be either giuen tothe 
Image reſpectively to the Prototype, or at leaſt before 
the (aye ihe Prototype. Againe he ſaith, They 
tha are wd; ſhippersiof Jdols, 02 rep:eſentments of 
falſeGods, This clauſe is wholy Ieluiticall. Scethe 
Dowaytranſlation on Exod. 20. where the Teſuites allow 
noe ether /ww-ges to bee forbidden inthe ſecond ( om- 
mandement,but onely {dols, and thoſe forſooth are (lay 
they) the Images of falſe Gods. luſt ſo our Author here. 
Asif Angels or Saints, being worſhipped in and by 
their repreſentations, were net turned into falſe Gods?

Againe, They that are wozthippers of @aints 
Images,and out of a falſe opinion of pzomeriting the 
p2otection of the bleſſed Uirgin,o2 any other @aint of 
God,dce giue a religious adozation to thoſe vinal cc- 
pzeſentments, which be made of them. Now in all 
- this, ke ſpeakes nothing againſt Poperie, and fo all his 
flouriſh is but a meere troth, while he would tceme to 
ſay ſomething againſt it, For howſocuer Popiſh pra- 
Ctiſe is, yet they teach notthat Adoration of Images, of 
Samts in them, is meritorious, So that the Authour 
leaues it as granted, that a man may vic [mages in their 
Saint.inuocation, loc account it not meritoriozs, Thus 
he is rather for Popecriz in this point, then againlt it. 

Vpon the fourth {ommandemet,he ſaith, Whey offend, 
that vader a pzetence of ſeruing God moze [krictly, 
then others (eſpecially foz hearing,andmevitating of 
Dermons ) doe by their Faſts, and certaine Judati- 
zing obſeruations condemne the topfnll feſtinitic of 
this high holy-day,whtch the Church atlowes as wel 
fo2 thc neceſſarie recreation ofthebovy in dnetime,as 
{oz Spirituall exerciſes ofthe @onle. Here we come 
more plaincly to diſcerne the zYolfe in the Sheepes hinve, 
or in the Sheapherds cloke. For here he breakes downe 
a gap, and whiſtles out the Sheepe, that ſtraying, hee 
my deuoure them. Yeainthis ſpeech, he gocs about 
(= fet openthe very Flood-gateof all profuſe prophane- 
nefle, Firſt, All truly religious and conſcionable ſcr- 
uing of G o d,he makes to be bur a prezence, Hypocriſic 
and diſſimulation. But the-maine marke bisenuie and 
malice ſhootes at, is, eſpecially, Hearing and meditating 
of Sermons, By this very ſpecch, a man that neuer faw 
nor knew the Authour, may eaſily conclude, whether 
he be a Reſident vpon his Cwre, or no, a faithfull Sheap- 
kcrd, orno, Hearing and meditarmg of Sermons hee 
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cannot away with ; they are a bzrthen ynto him. Theſe 
he ranketh with I wot not whart Paſt, and ſome certaine 
(but vacertaine what) /#dizing obſernations. But the 
worlt is, that by ſuch excrciſes,as hearing and meditating 
of Sermons elpecinlly, ſuch perſons condemne the toyfrll 
' feſtinity of this high aud boly day , which the Church al- 
lowes as well for the nece{[ary recreation of the bedy, as the 
ſprritzzall exerciſes ofthe ſole, Well,yer he acknowledgeth 
the Sav5.:rh, or Lords day, to be an H7b and Hely day. 
Let him hold him'to that. But what be thofe Feft1- 
zities ofthis Hiob and Holy-aay ? He mentioneth not. 
But ſeeing he ſhuts out none, we may well conclude, he 
meaneth all kinde of Fe/zivity, and iolliry, and iouialcy, 
Lich as he terwes neceſſary recreations : for example, 
Ruſh-bearings Vhitſon Ales, Morice-dauces, ſetting vp of 
Alay-poles hearing of a play, or ſeting of a Maske, or Di- 
cing and Cardmg, or bouling or bowſjng , or whatlocuer 
other Glcfſe the carnall vulgar may make of this volimi- 
red zoyfrl Feſtinity or neceſſary recreation. But he ſaich,that 
this joy full Feſtimity the Church allowes. What Church? 
{urely none other (as throughout his whole Booke) but 
his boly mother Cherch of Rome, Indeed that Church 
a1Klei ſoryili- llowes a molt licentious vnlimited laticude of all ſuch 
icy obſcr 4934 $3yfull Feſttaity, ard eſpecially on the Lords day, as may 
diem $4992; feed the humours of the carnall and prophane multitude.

Such was I #nexech's Faſt: Nor'can 
that be a Faſt of fourtie dayes,n which ſpace any thing 
is caten or drunke: But is that a Faſt, to, cat no Fleſh, 
andto-fillthe tomacke with good Fiſh, 'and'the beſt 
Wine? Toeat no Butter ,butthe pureſt Oyle ' Toeat 
no Egees, but the moſt rettoratiue' Figges ?” Swnt robs 
Teiuma pura,caſta,ſimplicia,moderata, &* non ſuperſtitioſa, 
faithS*IEROME. — prodeſt, Fe. What auailes 1t 
not to cat Oyle, and'to {ecke out meats hard and trou- 
bleſometo be gotten? Asdryed Figges,Piſtacke nuts, 
Almonds, Dates, Mcale, and Honey ** Tota horrornns 
cultura vexarur, vt cibario non veſtanmr pane : &- dun 
delicias ſeftamur, a regno ( eloruns retrahimuy. All the 
Gardensand Orchards muſt bee troubled, to ſerue our 

alate : And while wee follow ſuch delicacies,wee are 
ed away fromthe Kingdome of Heanen. © 
And why ſhould onr Anthour impoſe ypon vs ſuch 
a Lent-Faſt, as a matter of Religicn, and aſpeciall 
of his Denotion 2 Whereas this Noble and Relipiotts 
S T 4 T E doth nor prefertbeor inhibtte the ole of 
Creatures,but out ofa cinill regard ,and for a cimll end. 
In that caſe doc not' mentake Licences fromthe Ex- 
chequer ?. And dorh not the K 1-NG $ Prochmation 
inioyne forbearance of Heſh duting that time of the 
Spring; and that expreſly' for the increaſe'6f Cattle?" 
Bat if our Authour wil needs vrge the Authoritie of 
the Charch for the Lent-Faſt; I doc but referre/htn to 
the Order-of Pope V & B'a 8 the third afore- cited; 
We knoxw no fuch confſtitatior in the Church" of £44- 
land. Neither after Cur 15 Ts 'Refurre&tion, wherein 
all Tewith ceremoniall obſeruition' of dayes was abo- 
liſhed,remained in Scriptureany one day inthe weeke, 
wh, 4 7 , 
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or weeke inthe moneth, or moneth in the yeere, to be 
religiouſly and yecrly obſcrued of Chriſtians, but one- 
ly the Lords day, The Church of Galathiaintangling 
herſelfe in. Jewiſh Ceremonies, the Apoſtle ſharply re- 
proueththem, ſaying, Te e2/erme dajes, and moneths,ard 
times,and yeeres. I ans 31: feare of yon, leaſt Thane beſtowed 
01 you labor in vaine. This was, as he tells them, to 
begin ia the Spirit, and toend inthe Fleſh. And {v/.2. 
I6,17.' Lit no man inage you in meat or m arinke, or in 
reipett of an Holy-day, or of the new Moone, or of the 
Sabbarth-dayes, ; which are a ſhaddow of things to come ; 
but the Body us (hriſt. Wherefore if ye be dead with (rift, 


from the Rudinents of the World : Why, as thoygh lining 


in the world, are ye ſubieft to Ordinances ? ( Touch not, 
raſt not, handle not, which all arets periſh with the vſms ) 
after the Cunmandements and Dottrines of men,e#c. But 
now, they that goe about to deſtroy , or at leaſt to de. 
falke fromthe duz obleruation of the Lords day, con- 


(ſt ing in all religious exerciſes, both publicke and pri- 


uate, excluding all prophane paſtimes, and l:centious. 
mad mirth, 1ſo as Chriſtians being thereby inured to a 
religious conformitie of life in all ſecimely ſobrietie, 
haue the lefſe need of ſuperitious. obſcruations to be 
impoſed or obtruded yponthem, for their priuate hu- 
miliation, ſeeing the &. 6 tenure of their life is.acon- 
ſtant walking in a ſober and moderate courſe, not mad 
to day ,and fad to morrow for faſnion,fo adding drunk- 
neſſe tothirſt, and nener well ( as we fay ) fullner faſt-. 
iS, whereas, cucrieday to a true Chrifuanis aday of 
ſobricrie, andall hislife a Lent, while all along his life 
1s ſeaſoned and fanRified with a conſcionable Keeping 


of the Lords day, wherein he prouides his ſtore for 
euerie weeke : 1 fay, they that goe about to cut away a 
a great part. from. the religious and foder keeping of 
the {83 be St maruel,it they would fill yp the want 
of true Religion with ſome ſatiſfatorie Superſtition 
of mans dewling ; and ſo toexpiate all the yeercs pro-

phanefſe with the ſeeming ſanRitic, and ſuperſtitious 
folemnitic of a pretended Lenten Faſt, which indeed 
15no Faſt, as men doe vſe it. And yer, for all it is fo 
abuſed, it hath monopolized and ingroſled to it ſelfe all 
other true Faſts, wherein Gods people in time either 
of any preſent publicke calamitie,or imminent danger 
oughtto be humbled, in making their peace with God, 
deprecating as the ſinne, ſothe puniſhment, the conſe- 
quent fruit of it.But the*Lent-Faſt muſt keepe outall, 
beat downeall;other Faſts. Good Lent, cither,faſt as 
thoupretendeſt, thou ſhouldeſt, or giue place to other 
Faſts, whichbeing performed asthey ought, may ſtand 
inthe gap to turne away that wrath, which thy Supcr- 


ſttion and H ypocritie 1s like to bring vpon vs.

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Indeed we read of one As Þ 1 v s, whotells ſtrange 
Tales of STM a T 1.x vv the Euangeliſt, and among 
the rc{t, that he taught that Saints muit looke to goc in- 
to Heauen by their Merits : Thatthetime of Ecent muſt 
be kept with abſtinence from Fleſh, from coniugall 
bencuolence, or clſe a man becomes polluted, and com- 
mits a haynous offence, which muſt be waſhed,away 
with many tcares. Theſe, and other the like, be 1o- 
likely tobe true, as it may be lawfull for vs to belicue 
S*MATHEVv rot onething, and ſpake another. 
But we muſt know, that the 2ifterie of 1niquitie began 
to worke euen in thoſe prime times, while Satan want- 
ednot his Inſtruments to lay the foundation thereof in 
ſuperſtitious Deuotions , the ſtrongeſt ſupporter of 
eLntichriſt, As for S.IERoOME, and other of the 
Ancients, who knowes not that many things of this 
nature haue been foyſted intotheir Workes ? Neither 
15 itneceflarie,that we ſhould either labour in all ttings 
to cleare the Fathers, nor in eueric ag to follow 
them. But howſoeuer our Authour would draw down 
the Lent-Faſt:from the obſcruation of the Church : 

I 3 although 
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akhough hc ſtill meanes the Church of Rowe, yet wee 
knowthat the ancient Churches, which were no mem=- 
bers of th: Church of Rome, but as all then were, toynr 
members of the Catholike,did obſcruc their Ynadrage- 
fima after a different ſort, both for the time and manner. 
Socrates, who was much about the timc of S. /erewme, 
faith that in thoſe dayes, Qui ſunt Reomagcfec. They that 
are at Rome, do Faſt three weekes before Eaſter the Satur- 
day, and ihe Lords day onely excepted, Inlilris, and all 
Greece, & at Alexandria,they begin their Faſt 6 weckes 
before Eafter, and call that time 2uadyage/ima, Others 
begia theie Faſt 7, weekes befare Eaſter, alcboughthey 
keepe their Faſt but x 5, of thoſe dayes, ſcattered mnong 
the reſt ;and yer they call that time Duadregeſimia too. 
Nar differ they onely abour the time, burabout the ma- 
ner of abſtinence. For ſome eate Fowles and Fiſhes, as 
both comming ofthe water ; Others abſtaine from ſhel- 
fruits, andeggs; ſome feed onely vpon dric bread : and 
othersnotthat, Some, after they haue faſted till nine of 
the clock,yſe ſundry meates:And others otherwiſe. And 

nonecan ſhew any precept vpon Record concer- 
ning Lent, itis enident that the Apoſtle therein lefc free 
power to cuery mans mind & will, that cuery one might 
do that which is good and honeft, being induced therets 
neither by feare, nor by neceſſity. Thus Socrates, And 
Enſcbines before him ſaith,that ſome thought one day ſuf- 
ficient for fafting,ſome two, ſome moe, others in recko- 
ning 40. continued houres day andnight, do determine 
the time of their Faft, This being ſo, what is become 
of the Apoftolicall Conftttution for fortic dayes Faft, 
when it was left free for euery- Church, or Chriſtian, - to 
faſt as few or many dayes as they thought fit? Andthere- 
fore ncuer let our Author obtrude ypon vs the authority 
and praQtiſe of the preſent Church of Rowee, toimpoſe 
a neceffity ofa religious, ifnota ſuperſtitious 40.dayes. 
Falt, when notwithftanding the old. Church of Rome in 
her purer times, fafted.bur three weekes, yet two dayes 


in 
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in eyery weeke excepted, And beſides, in thoſe times, 
Eaſter being a generall timefor publicke Baptifine,az al- 
ſo Whitſuntide : for that cauſe they thought fit ro hum- 
ble themſclaes with fafting and prayer, fer the berter 
preparation thereunto.But enough of this. X 

Pag. 246, of the laſt imprefſion, Hee mentioneth 
Chriſts Reft in the praxe,and his Deſcent adſo itto Hell, 2s 
vpen Eaſter Exen, The Author i3 very $Kilfull totell ys 
the punctuall time of Chrifts Deſcent into Hell, Of the 
manner of it, or how the Articlc in the Creed is to bee 
vnderftood, he makes no queſtisn, but cones with an 


aRuall downe righe Deſcent, © Bat he grounds this his 


time of Chriſts Deſceht into'Hell, vpon the Epiſtle and 
Goſpell for Eaſter Even. Indeed the Epifttle is taken out 
of 1 Pet. 3.17,&c, where the words of Pet#y are thus 
tranſlated, according to the cortupt vulgar Latin, /* 
which ſpirit hee alſo went and preached tothe ſpirits that 
were in priſon,c40, Now,the Author hereupon inferreth, 
that this place of Peter is to be meant of Chriſts Defcerit 
imo Hell; contrary to alt found Finterpreters 5 the Text 

it ſelfe no way bearmyg ie, And vpon the! ſame ground, 
according to the -cottupr trarfhtjon, wherein is added 
(contrary and brfides both the Origirrall Text, and ouit 
laſt and beft Engliſh Trenfhtion) thefe words, That 
were: whereas the Text is, To the fpirits in priſon, that 
s,now, ſtill inpriſon; not, ther were in ptiſon, as ifypon 
Chrifts defcentiinto Hell, and preaching yntorhem, hee 
had deliveredchem thence, av6ut of forme Limbb; which 
the Author(if well examined) muſt needes meane.” And 
indeed he is roo much helped by the corrupting of the 
Text; ſothart ir were to-be wiſhed, that vulgar Engliſh 
Tranflation of the Epiſtles and'Goſpels inthe Comimu- 

nion booke were correted, yea and wholly made vni- 
forme to our laft Franſſation of the Bible, that fo no Po- 
piſh ſpirics may have any ſuch farting holes for theit 
lurking and fly old Popiſhand mopiſh do@trines, 

Inthe nexs place (pag.391,) he ferterhy downe _ 
ry 
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dry ſlayings, prayers,Pſalmes, Hymnes, before the recei- 
uing of the Saerament,to pag. 301. In all which it fhould 
ſeeme he preſcribeth a new tolemne ſeruice for the Sacra 
ment. For elſe, whattime is there allowed for any mans 
priuace deuotion, while hee is preſentat the publike ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacrament? Or would he haue a man 
bulicd about his private deuotions, while the Minilter is 
in the publicke ſeruice ? Or wouid he hauc the Miniſter 
to be mute vntill cuery man preſent haue ſaid ouer ſuch 
leflons, as our Author teacheth? Indeed if it were at a 
Mafſc, which the people ynderftand nor,cheſe formes of 
priuate denotion were good to exerciſe cucry man,while 
the Prieft is mumbling ouer his Maſſe, But bleſſed bee 
Godthcre is no ſuch need, 

Pag.298.h: ſets downe anew forme of prayer, but ta- 
ken either fromthe Bull of Pope Clement 8, where hee 
commands the Angels,&c. or rather hce borrowes ir 
from the Rewane Miſſal in the Cannon of the Mafle, re- 
ſtored by the Decree ofthe Councellof Trent, and pub- 
liſhed by the Commandement of Pope Fim5. printed 
at Antwerp,1 574. Cumprinilegio Pontif. Max. et Regis 
Ceathol.pag,27 2.where the Mafle Prieft, Profunde incli- 
natue iunctis manibus dicat, Lowly ducking with his 
hands ioynedlethim ſay : Swpplices te rogamrn Omnipe- 
tens Ders, inbe hacperferri per manu Saulti Angeli twi 
in ſublime Altare twwm in coxfpetin dine /Maieftatis 
tne,vt o&rc.that is Fe bwmbty beſeech the Ormipotens God, 
command theſe things to be connazed by the hands of thy 
boly Angel into thy bigh Altar, mihe preſence of thy di- 
wine Maieſtic,that ec, Bur what a preſumption is this in 
our Author to preſcribe God anew way of conueying 
our prayers into the preſence of his Maieſty by ſuch a 
mecane,as he hath no where reucaled in his word 2 Where 
hath God commanded his Aagelsto bee our Mediators 
berweene vs and him?

yea and tomake both vs and them acceptable to his 
Maieſtie ? But what promiſe of acceptance hath our 
Authour of ſuch Mediation of. Angels, if they ſhould 
preſume to preſent our Prayers? Much more, when 
they doe it without Warrant. And Warrant they 
haue none in Gods Word. And without the Word 
wee haueno Warrant for any ſcruice weedoe to God. 
Burt contrarily the Word alloweth vnto vs but one 
onely Mediator as well of Interceſsion, as of Satif- 
atiton. 1 John 2. If any man ſome, we haue an Aduo- 
cate with the Father, Teſazs Chrift the Righteous, and he us 
the Propiriation for our __ The fame muſt bee our 
Aduocate and Interceilor who 1salfo our Propitiation. 
Therefore our Authour here commits high Sacriledge, 
if not Blaſphemte againſt the Sacred Maicſtie of God, 
and the honour of 1cſus Chriſt, to aſsigne God the ap- 
pointing of a new way, whcreby wee may come vnto 
Lim, namcly another way, then by leſus Chriſt. 

But proceed weto Page 388, where he ſets dawne, 
The manner of commending the Soule into tne Hands 
of God at the yerie point of time, when it is de- 
partirg from the Body.: Before yee haue his Forme of 
Prayer atthe Howre of Death ; Now, another Forme 
at the Point of Death : Nay ( which ought diligently 
to be marked ) at the very Point of Time, when the Soule 
# ({ not. about. to depart, but ): departing from the Body. 
Shrely a man would thinke his Prayer had need to be 
verie thort, onely a Tacuiatorie breath and away, leaſt 
the Soule be*departed from ther/Body, before he make 
an end of: his Prayer;/and1o he ſhall pray for the-Dead- 
Yet for all this he {ets downe a farre longer Prayer, 
then can be ſaid at the very Point df Time,when the Soule 
#5 departing from the Body. Y ca and among the reſt to

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lengthen it out, hee ſets downe thirteene Eiaculatorie 
Meditations and Prayers, which hee will haue ſaid 
plainely , diſtinly,, and with ſome payyſes.

Is that 
logreata matter thinke you ? His firſt printed Booke, 
which is yet extant , .and walkesabroad, wherewith 
lcſuites are mightily helped to draw on Duſciples 
after them, bluſheth not 'to make a ſolemne- Prayer 
for the Soule, and that expreſly and diftindly atter 
it is departed from the Body.

But here the Premer ſteps in, andſetting forth 
a ſccond Impreſsion, he inan Epiſtle before the Booke, 
ſtyled, THE PRINTER TO THE READER, 
Excuſesthe Authour, and ( as {cemethto bee viuall in 
fuch caſes, for faſhion ſake) takes all the blame vpon 
himſelfe. Whictr hee is the more imboldened to doe, 
becauſe this Booke is Cenſared (as he tearmeth ) rather 
through falſe reports, and miftakings in them, that either 
indge before they ſec, or out of diſaffeftion make ſineftey 
conftruttion of that which deſerncth better underſtanding, 
and ſo goed intentions are wrefted, -and truth inpeached, 
Note ſans the Fruit of the Anuthowrs Denotions, how 
ſoone they haue blindlyled him into Errour, which he 
defireth may be excuſed by his good intentions ; howſo- 
euer ir goeth, he meant no harme good man. Which 
alſo the moſt ignorant Papsſ# is able to plead for himſelf.

publiſh CMenntebanke eArminianiſme , and Comening 
Poperte, as this is, to bee frighted with «Luthorinre ; 
For it carryeth wot the Sword for manght, Bu: if theu aoſt 
enill, feare.. Did you never heare of one Twcker a Printer 
in Queene E £1zABET $ Raygne, who, for printing a 
Booke of Popiſh Devotion, was arraigned;and though 
the Queenes mereie ſ{aued his life, yet he was confined to 
perpecuall impriſonment ? Enough to make any man 
feare to print, and reprint, yea to ſell ſuch Bookes to the 
beft Chapmen,which a litle before was thought fit onely 
to communicate and but ſparingly to ſome few {ricnds, 
being ſer forth at firfi onely for the ye of the party, that 
bore the charge, But-is there no-more difference berween 
this Popiſh Booke of priuate Devotions, and other pri- 
uate Prayer Bookes formerly printed by Authority (and 
as good Amthority,as you can bring any )in this Church?

It might well haue beene ſpared hither- 
to, for oughtT know. Asthough the feſuites ſeduce not 
faſt enough without it? But of all things,beware of haſt. 
Did you neuer learne ſo much in your Latine Schoole,

The Rowan 1 :fall 
or « Hafſt- beoke hath much good containedinit; in 
ſo much as when a motion was mad? tothe Pope to 
haue it tranflated intothe Mother tongue,for all conn- 
tries. he anſwered, Not ſo, leaft the flies ( to wit, the 
common people ) ſhould come to taſte of the good 
eznement, Yea the Turkes e4/coran bath much good 
contained in it, Aretheſe bookes thereforcto be ap. 
proued inthetrue Churchof God ? When one high. 
ly commended the Cardinal! /zl5a» to S5gi/mnnd, he 
anſwered, T amen Romanus ef, And though the Au. 
thors predicate neuer ſo much good to be contained in 
this booke of priuate Deuotions, yet we may an- 
fiver, T amen Remanus of : Jt is a Romiſh Booke ſor all 
that. And let mee tell you, or rather the Anthor-, 
that the more hee commends «ll tbe good contained 
w this Works, the more pernicious ws. perilous hee 
makes it to our ſimpler people. Satan is never more 
dangerous, then when he comes 17an5fermed into av 

Angel 
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Angell of light, And that poyſon proues the moſt ſpee. 
dingly mortall thatis adminillred in a cvp of the beſt 
wine, which being of a more penetrating and ſear- 
ching nature, then other duller liquor, conueyes the 
poyfon into every vaineotthe body, ſpurting the ſpi. 
rics poſt to their finall pericd, A booke of Deuotion 
is a golden cup of ſprighttull wine, pleafant te cucry 
palate ;but it it be mingled with poiſon, it is the more 
dangerous, efpectally to vulgar Palates,who want the 
quicke and acute judgement of taſt andrelifh, ro dif: 
cerne it primoribus /abris, at the firſt touch, taſte, or 
ſent, which, as the beſt and fafcſt antidote may 

reuent the taking of it downe. Ard fo the cafe 
Randeth with this worke, thatthe better it is, the 
worſe it is; ſith vn der the colour of venerable Devoti. 
on, that exccrable trumperof Rome(vailed and hoo. 
ded vnder the name of 7 he Church, T he Church, The 
Holy (atholicke Church, the «other of vs all ; which 
is the maine ſumme and ſcope of the Authors Deuoti- 
on ) is obtruded and thruſt ypon vs, to inchant and 
charme euen thoſe who ſhouid Le moſt vigilant and 
moſt occulated Argufſes among vs. 

Bur bcſides the good left: it doth alſo (lay you) 
purchaſe tothe Author @ reproacbfull imput ation of way 
raking to Pop Denustion,and apiſh imization of Romiſh 
fuperflition, It the Author hath purchaſed to himſclte 
ſuch an impuration, it is all at his owne colt ; he hath 

aid for it,and who ſhall deny it tobe due vntohim, as 
his peculiar chattell ? Yea he hath bought it at adeare 
rate no doubr,much ſweat,much oyle hath beene ſpent 
in this laborious Collc&ion of prizare Denerions Such 
2 worke as this may be a rich price for ſuch a purchaſe. 
But can you, or any be fure.the Author accccunts it 
a reprochfull imputation, to be a way-maker ts Pojiſh

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of D-netion, to judge your Author in this caſe, by 
your (elite if it were your owne ?

You goe on: and bowſoener hee may be requited 


for his paines herein, he ſhall nener depart from his 


good intention of Wiſhing, that the Reader may at alt 
times, and for all occaſions be aſſiſted with dinine grace, 
obtained by continuall prayer , Can any ſay thus much 
for the Author, vnles he be very intimouſly priuie to 
his good intentions,and no lefle folictous of his rich 
requitall for his paines herein ? And pitty but he 
ſhould be required to the full, ashe hath deſerued + 
and if not inthis world, hee may looke for it in the 
world to come. But hath he but « good intention of w- 
ſhing ? &s6, But this good #ntenrion ( it ſeemeth )) 
hath relation to his worke , wherein his sntent0n 
was good to occaſion vnto the reader «t all times , 
and for all occaſions afſiflance of Dinine grace, obtate

eudiciall to bim., He that dJarſt publiſh ſuch a Popiſh 
booke as this, was armed betore hand from top to toe, 
not to feare any mans ceaſure or detraQion;. when 
not eventhearmed lawes of the Land could dcterre 
him from aduenturing vpon ſuch a bold attempt, as 
to g3 about to bring England backe againe to Popery, 
Burt yet he hopcth that his prayers to God for bis Cenſa- 
rers Wilbe more beneficiall tothem, then ary theer (en. 
ſures or detrattions can be preiudiciall to him, You 
know, that the Fox, the more he is cnrſed, the more 
he thriuveth, Their Cenſures and Dertrattiens cannot 
preiudice the Authors riſing higher and higher topre- 
ferments, for his good demerits to the Charch, But 
yet hee hopeth his prayers will bee beneficiall to his 
(enſurers, No doubtbut the Author hath learned the 
eArt of Denuotion toa haire, Bur what prayers hath he 
in that kind?

But ſeeing 
his hope of doing them good by his prayers,ftands ra- 
ther vpon comparatiue, then poſitive tearmes ( for 
he rather hopes good to themby his: prayers, theri 
feares euill trom them by their (exſures) therefore 
wee lcauchis prayers as doubtfull of their ſucceſſe ;

his prayers ſhall doe them as little harme, as good, 
In the meanetime let him looke, thathe wrong not

Tor Conclufion, He doth in this ard in all things elſe, 
bumbly ſubmit himſelfe to the judgement of the Church of 
England, Whereof heis a member, and though infertonr 
T:omeſt, yet a faithfull EMimfter, 1 hike your con- 
clufion well yet, that your Aathor doth im ths, and m 
all things elſe humbly ſubmit himſcife tothe judgement of 
the (burch of England, But 1hope that be doth not 
meane, that the Church of Exg/and is pend vp ina 
corner;or ingrofled by Monopoly tothisor that man, 
-or that any one man hath a #apad definitine voJee, to 

detcrminethe dofrines of the Church of England, 
For I remember his former Apokogic, T bat he Will 
defend the fatth of the preſent Church of England by laW 
eſtabliſhed, and oppoſe Popery, ard Row:fh ſuperſition, 
Well, Il hope then that the (/hbarch of England, whoſe 
body repreſentative is now happily aſſembled in Par- 
l;ament, (I meane, rot onely the repreſentatine bcdy 
Eceiefialtick, bur cjuill, both togetker jointly repre- 
fnting the Church of England ) will rake ſuch order 
with this bcoke of Deuotion, as he ſhallhaue no juſt 
occaſion to complaine, he ard his boeke are vniuſtly 
dealt withal], cenſured, or tudged : but thathe will be 
as goed as his word, intuwbly ſubmitting himſelſe, 
Onely two things I heartily pray for, as ftivits and cf

Now to conclude all in a word with hiszowne Con- 
cluſion, pege 417, Lhe bleffiag : there he is not con» 
tent with Zhe peace of Gad,Sc.

But the Croſſe ſuits 
well with his Denotion. He both begins, and ends it 
with a Crofſe, So as there is one Cro?2 for himſelfe, 
and another for his Slips, whereon he may crucific 
( atleall ) his flip and miſpriſſion, Bur let him pray 
rather,that laying aſide al diſimulation and daubing 0. 
uer of this his rotren booke zand that dealing ingenu. 
ouſly with God and Man, in the humble conteflion of 
his groſſe faults, and true repentance ofthe fame, he 
may find that mercy of God, which followeth vpon all 
true belicuers through the onely ſoueralgne yertue of 
Chriſt Crucifed.
